London, August 1.—British correspondents with General Kuroki in the 
field, in brief despatches, dated July3ist, concur in the statement that the 
Japanese have carried positions, leaving oniy one defensible pasition be- 
tween them and Liao Yang. 

JAPS CLOSING IN ON PORT ARTHUR. 
Chefoo, July 31.—A Japanese merchant has received word from a Chi- 


nese whom he trusts to the effect that the Japanese have occupied 
every position surrounding the bestiged fortress of Port Arthur, with the 
exception of Golden Hill. The Chinese stated that both sides suffered 
tremendous losses in the operations necessary to briny about this state of 
affairs. The members of the Russian intelligence bureau here, while 
denying tbe report that Port Arthur has oeen captured, are inclined to 
believe that the reports are true to the extent that the Japs iiave made 
great pregress in their operations about the _ besieged fertress. The 
party of Russian refugees expected here today have not as yet arrived.

Storm forees wiil be at their greatest 
intensity near 7 and 20. I am ex- 
pecting 2 ‘hurricane to organize on 
the Carribean sea not far from 11 and 
approach our southern coasts from 4 
to 8 days thereafter. The long wea- 
ther records that have been on depos- 
it in the weather bureau 20 years have 
net heen prepared by that institution 
so that more definite reports can be 
made.

Agricultural Estimates 


The attitude of the opposition to- 
wards the Minister of Agriculture, 
and incidentally towards the interests 
which are in his charge, was strong- 
iy in evidence throughout the business 
of Friday. The estimates of the De- 
partment of Agriculture were under 
discussion. nearly the whole of . the 
day although they included only 
three or four items. Some of _ the 
items were: $100,000 for experimen- 
tal farms, $220,000 for that branch of 
tbe department under the control of 
Professor Robertson, Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Dairying, and $40,- 
000 to make advance payments on 
milk and cream handled at the gov- 
ernment creameries in the Northwest. 


Factious Objections 

It mighi naturally be supposed that 
estimates for these purposes would 
have been accepted by the opposition 
syithout undue obstruction, but such 
savas pot the case. From early morn- 
ing till late at night a fire of ques- 
tioning and interruption was kept 
wp by a handful of not more than 
fifteen or twenty of the opposition 
members, which had decreased to not 
more than four or five when the pro- 
ceedings closed. Every proposal was 
met by objectiuns from all points of 
yiew by members of the opposition, 
and at one time there seemed to be a 
possibility that they would hold up 
the business altogether, with the 
purpose of throwing discredit upon 
the minister, but with the resuit of 
jnjuring the services coming under 
control of his- department. 
Criticism Which Deters Action 

if there were any legitimate criti- 
cism to be made of the Department of 
Acriculture from a farmer’s point of 
view there could be no objection to

The Canal and Railway estimates

Supplementary Estimates for 1904-5 

The supplementary estimates for 
the year ending June 30th, 1905, were 
laid on the table. The total is $11,- 
839,270, of which seven miilion is ex-

The government of the Northwest 
Territories gets an additional grant 
for schools, clerical assistance, print- 
ing, etc.—$494,000.
